For agencies like the
Department of the Interior, the OGE Form 450 reporting form requires special
filing instructions because of unique conflict of interest laws that apply to some
Interior employees. These laws contain absolute prohibitions that prevent
employees from acquiring and retaining financial interests in companies and

liabilities on the OGE Form 450. As a result, Department of the Interior
employees who are required to complete the OGE Form 450, must comply
with the reporting instructions below.

DEPENDENT CHILD(REN) FOR INVESTMENT OR THE PRODUCTION OF INCOME AT ANY TIME DURING THE REPORTING
PERIOD. (Note: the OGE Form 450 does not require you to report savings accounts, certificate of deposit accounts, money
market accounts. Government obligations or securities.
